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Graying grad shot 
by Sniper in lraq

A Grayling High School grad- 


uate, who was shot by a smiper in 


Iraq last month, said he has bit- 
tersweet feelings since he will 
be with family for holidays, but 
looks forward to rejoining his 
comrades on the battlefield. 
Mark “Fuzzy” Taylor is being 
treated at the Brooke Army 
Medical Center in San Antonio. 
Taylor was shot by a sniper 
while in Ramadi on Nov. 19 
while he and another soldier 
were on top of a building repair- 
ing radio transmission equip- 


ment designed to help enhance 
communications when troops 
leave their base. 

Taylor was hit be the second of 
two rounds fired by the sniper. 

“T could tell whoever was fir- 
ing at us was close by, and my 
first instinct was to get off the 
roof, and when I went to turn, I 
got shot,” Taylor said. “The bul- 
let just shredded my leg.” 

The bullet left a baseball size 
hole in Taylor’s right thigh and 
damaged his femoral artery. 
Doctors had to open up his lower

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County assumes more funding for. case worker

Crawford County officials 
plan to renew their push to have 
funding for a Department of 
Human Services (DHS) foster 
care worker restored as they 
assume a greater share of the cost 
for the position. 

County officials have asked 
the state to restore funding for 
the foster care worker that was 
cut earlier this year. 

DHS eliminated the funding 
for the position due to a state law 
that passed in 2005, which 
requires counties who have case 
workers with over 20 children to 
refer the children to a privately 
run agency, 

Tom Haskel, juvenile officer 
referee the and assistant court 
administrator for the 46th Circuit 
Trial Court, said the law was 
aimed at addressing foster care 
issues in urban areas. 

Although private agencies 
offer the same level of care as 
foster care homes supervised by 


the county, the agencies add 
administrative fees to the per 
diems they receive to supervise 
the children. Paying the adminis- 
trative fees could cost the county 
thousands of dollars out of its 
child care funds, money allocat- 
ed by counties to place abused 
and neglected children in super- 
vised homes. The county 
receives some reimbursement 
from the state and federal gov- 
ernment, depending on the 
nature of the case. 

The county paid $499,299 
from its child care fund for 2006, 
and will be reimbursed half of 
those funds. 

The elimination of state fund- 
ing forced Crawford County to 
pay $14,097 to keep Ann 
Church, the foster care supervi- 
sor, on board with the county to 
to avoid paying the costly admin- 
istrative fees. The county’s share 
covered 30 percent of funding 
for the position for nine months, 

Now, the county is facing pay- 
ing $36,000 to cover 50 percent 


of the wages for a full year. 

“It really is a rural county 
issue,” said Paul Compo, the 
Crawford County administrator. 
“We're getting hammered by this 
and we’re the least able to afford 
it.” 

Haskel said that a strong lobby 
pushed the state law on behalf of 
the privately run foster care 
agencies, The change creates the 
potential of losing locally super- 
vised foster care homes, which 
would relocate children outside 
the county. 

County officials have met with 
Sen. Tony Stamas, R-Midiand, 
and Rep. Matt Gillard, D- 
Alpena, in hopes of getting the 
state law regulating the funding 
of the position changed. 

Haskel stressed that the dis- 
pute over state funding should 
not impact the image of the local 
DHS office. 

“Locally, our DHS case work- 
ers do a tremendous job and they 
are an asset to the county,” he 
said. 


Camp AuSable seeks to transfer car repair facility

Officials from Camp AuSable 
are planning to locate an opera- 
tion aimed at giving cars and 
trucks a new life on camp proper- 
ly. 

Camp AuSable managers are 
requesting a special use permit 
from the Grayling Township 
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Planning Commission. 

Camp AuSable is seeking to 
transfer an auto dealership 
license from an operation cur- 
rently located in Cedar Lake to 
Camp AuSable. The dealership is 
for the Great Lakes Donation 
Center, an organization for the 
Seventh Day Adventist Church, 
which accepts used cars which 
can be repaired and sold, 
Proceeds from the sale of the 
vehicles go into the fund for the 
Seventh Day Adventist 
Conference, which is based in 
Lansing, and go to pay salaries of 
the pastor, church staff, as well 
as to support the other needs of 
the church. 

Donated cars will temporarily 
be stored at the camp until they 
can be repaired and sold through 
an auto auction, 

Camp AuSable was estab- 
lished by the Seventh Day 
Adventist Church in 1948 and 
covers over 900 acres. The cars 
will be stored on the southern 
half of the property and will not 


be visible from M-72. 

“Our facility is large enough, 
so this will not be an eyesore to 
the public,’ said ~~ Robert 
Gustafson, the manager for 
Camp AuSable. “This is just 
going to be a drop off point, 
where we will be able to deter- 
mine if the vehicles can be sal- 
vaged so they can be fixed to 
raise money to support the 
chureh.” 

Grayling Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright, who serves as the 
township’s zoning administrator, 
said church officials were asked 
to come — before the planning 
commission since the commer- 
cial operation is bemg= trans- 
ferred to the facility. Wright said 
he did not foresee any concerns 
with the request. 

“They're not going to set up a 
huge used car lot on M-72,” 
Wright said. “They are going to 
have one or two cars at the camp 
at atime until they get them fixed 
and sent down to the auto auc- 
tion.”

My name is Kristin Lagerquist, 
an AmeriCorps member serving 
the “Life’s Better With A 
Mentor” program housed at 
Crawford County’s MSU 
Extension Office. It is my goal to 
recruit at least 10 volunteers to 
mentor 10 area youth this year. 
Therefore, I am asking every 
reader to think about what kind 
of impact they could make on a 
young person’s life right now, in 
our community. Remember, our 
youth are today’s leaders in our 
schools and tomorrow’s leaders 
in our community. 

The “Life’s Better With A 
Mentor” program helps to devel- 
op relationships between young 
people and caring adults, who 
provide support, friendship and 
positive role models.

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Future hunting 
of wolves may 
be possible, an 
advisory group

The gray wolf could be treat- 
ed as an ordinary game animal 
in Michigan if it is removed 
from the federal endangered 
and threatened species list. 

That was one recommenda- 
tion of the Wolf Management 
Roundtable, an advisory group 
of 20 organizations that worked 
to recommend guiding princi- 
ples for managing wolves and 


wolf related issues to the 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR). 


The other alternative the 
roundtable discussed would be 
to keep the animal protected. 

“Our position is that we see 
wildlife as a renewable 
resource,” said Tim Hauck, 
president of the mid-Michigan 
Chapter of the Safari Club 


‘based in Mount Pleasant. “If 


they recover in sufficient num- 
bers and the population would 
support hunting, then we would 
be in favor of it.” 

The Safari Club is a member 
of the roundtable. 

According to the Michigan 
Wildlife Conservancy in Bath, 
an organization dedicated to the 
restoration of a variety of 
wildlife habitats, wolves could 
withstand limited hunting as 
long as the minimum genetic 
diversity is ensured. 


“There is'an assumption that | 


wolves are wilderness animals 
that live in heavily forested 
areas. They have evolved most 
efficiently in relatively open 
fields and lightly timbered areas 
so they tend to thrive the most 
in farmlands,” said Patrick 
Rusz, director of wildlife pro- 
grams for the conservancy. “So 
wolf and human conflicts grow 
as the wolf population grows. 
“Some hunting, somewhere 
down the road probably could 
be done. It just depends on the 
intensity in which the popula- 
tion is hunted, so that they’re 
not hitting one pack too hard. 


' The question is, do we have the 


ability to carry out and careful- 
ly monitor that hunting or not,” 
he said. 

The gray wolf was first listed 
as an endangered species by the 


federal government in 1965. It — 


was reclassified in 2003 as 
threatened. 

If the gray wolf is removed 
from the list then the state 
might allow the killing of 
wolves that attack or kill 
domestic animals if there were 
a likelihood of repeated attack. 

The DNR is expecting a final 
published rule from the federal 
government in the spring on 
whether wolves will be 
removed from the endangered 
and threatened species list. 

As of late 2006, according to 
the DNR, there were at least

434 wolves in Michigan, all in 
the Upper Peninsula. The ani- 
mals were most densely popu- 
lated in the western UP. 

“The reason that wolves are 
not in the Lower Peninsula is 
because of the limited dispersal 
corridor,’ said Todd Hogrefe, 
endangered species coordinator 
for the DNR. “The Straits of 
Mackinac separate the Upper 
and Lower peninsulas, 

“It is possible that wolves 
could cross the ice, and we do 
have evidence that some wolves 
have done that. But we have no 
evidence that there are wolf 
the Lower 
Peninsula,” he said. 

The DNR will review the 
roundtable’s recommendations 
as it revises its wolf ‘manage- 
ment plan. A draft of the state’s 
plan will be released for a 90- 
day public comment period in 
late March.
